For he ſets downe a 
threefold gaine which he deſired to ob- 
taine of Chriſt : the firſt is, the righteomſ> 
nes of Chriſt: the ſecond is,,mward fellow- 
ſoip with hw : the third is,the reſurreftion 
of the bodie to eternall glorie. Now this 
righteouſneſſe of Chriſt which Paul 
makes his firſt gaine,is handled in the 9. 
verſe: for the better knowledge where- 
of, I will firſt operi the meaning of the 
wordes. And firlt of all, it muſt be 


| knowne, that they arean expoſitionof 


the wordes which went before . For 
whereas Paul had defired to be found 
m Chriſt,now he ſhewes his owne mea-« 
ning, that he defired therem nothing els 
but that he might be accepted of God 
for Chriſts fake , and be eſteemed righ- 
teous in his righteouſnes. And that thi 

righteouſneſle may be the better difcer- 
ned, he fets downe two forts of jaſtice: 
the one he refuſerh , the other he defi- 
reth and chooſeth.

Andthelaw 
knowes not the righteouſnes which is 
without vs. Secondly he notes the mat- 
ter of it, that it conſiſts of ſuch vertues 
and workes as the law preſcnbeth. Now 
the iuſtice of the Goſpell it is likewiſe 
ſet forth by foure things. Firſt , it isnot 


 invs,butforthof vs: Becauſe Paul op- 


poſethitto the rightcouſneſle whichis 
ours and within vs. Secondly Paul ſets 
downe the matter of it, or the perſon in 
whomeitis, namely Chriſt. Of whome 
Jeremie ſaith, fehoua is owr righteouſnes. 
And Chriſt muſt be conſidered two 
'waies 3 as God , and as Mediatour :- ac- 
cording to which two refpets he hath 
adouble righteouſnes: One asGod,and 
that is infinite; and therefore incommus- 
nicable. The'other as Mediatour, is the 
Obedience of Chriſt which he'perfor- 
med in his manhood, confiſting of two 
parts, his ſufferings in life _— 
\ | and. 
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and his fulfilling of the law for vs. And 
this very obedience which. isin Chriſt 
and notin vs, is the very matter of the 
juſtice of the Goſpel. Thirdly Paul ſets 
downe the meanes whereby this tuſtice 
is made ours, and thatis Faith, which 
doth reſt on Chriſt and applic his obe- 
dience to vs. Laſtly Paul ſets downethe 
author of this Juſtice , and thatis God, 
who of his grace and mercy freely giues 
Chriſt and his obedience vato vs,when 
we belceue. Out of theſe foure points a 
definition of the Juſtice of the, Goſpell 


. may be framed thus: It is the righteouſ- 


nes of the Mediatour , namely the obe- 
dience of Chriſt giuen vs freely of God 
and receiged by our faith. 

By this diſtintion of Legall and E- 
uangelicall iuſtice , we learnec the daffe» 
rence of the Law and the Goſpel. The 
Law promiſeth life vpon the condition 
of our workes, ox obedience performed 
according tothetenour ofthe law. The 
Goſpell requires not the condition of 
merit,or of any work to be done on our 
parts in the caſe of our juſtification, but 
onely preſcribes vs to belecue in Chrilt 
ror E 4 and 
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-and to reſt on his obedience, as our iu4« 
ſtice before the Tribunall of God. $6 
coridly by this we learn, thatthe church 
of Rome and the learned therein,are ig+ 
norant of the right difference betweene 
the Law and the Goſpel. For they teach, 
that herightiooſnele , which ſtandsin 
our inherent vertues and workes done 
by vs, is _ for raſtification as wel 
mthe Goſpell asin the Law: and that 
the difference hes onely in this, that the 
law is more darke , and without grace: 
the Goſpel more plaine, having alfo the 
race of God annexed vnto it, to inable 
_ vs in our own perſons to doethat which 
both law and Goſpell require. Bur this 
is indecede to-'make a confuſion of the 
lawand Goſpell , and toaboliſh the di- 
NinAtion of the twofold iuſtice before 
named: which may not be. 


The ſecond point of doftrine deli- 
neted by Paul is, That a finner ſtandes 
juſt before the tribunal! ſeat of God,not 
bythe'iuſtice of the law , but by theiu- 
Nice of faith, which is the obedienceof 

- Chriſt, without any works of ours: And 
becauſe this point of doftrine is of great 
mo-»

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monient , and is.withall oppuyned of 
many, I wil further confirme it by ſome 
tall reaſons. Firſt of all; in the mſti> 
ion of a firmer , God manifeſts his - - 
mercie and iuſtice tothe full; Forzas ©, 
Paul ſaith , be inftifrerh freely by bar grace: ,. = 
andin iuſtifying he « a0.

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treaſure to make paiment in our be- 
halfe. And becaule the ſaid obedience is 
afatisfation for our vnrighteouſnes, it 
1s alſo our juſtice in the acceptation of 
God.By theſe and ether reaſons, it ap- 
cares, that nothing can abſolue vs be- 
ore God,an d procurethe right of cter- * 
nall life, but the onely obedience of the 
Mediator Chniſt, God and man: & that 
without any vertue or worke of ours. 
Hence it followes that the preſent 
Churchof Romecorrnpts the article of 
zaſtification by mingling things togi- 
ther, which canno more be compoun- 
ded and mingled togither,then fire and 
water:namely, the jullice of the goſpell 
with theiuſtice ofthe law. For it makes 
adouble iuſtification:the firſt containes 
two parts, pardon of ſinne by the death 
of Chriſt,and the infuſed habit of cha- 
ritie. The ſecond is by workes , which 
(they ſay)do meritoriouſly increaſe the 
firſt juſtification and procure eternall 
hfe. Here we ſee the ſoucraigne medi- 
cine of the Goſpel,nawely remiſſion of 
finnes,tempered with the poiſon of the 
lawe.

as good giftes,God,in our liues and c6« 
' uerſations: yet whe they are ſet vp _ 
er,and brought within the circle of m- 
ſtification as meritorious cauſes ; they 
are put quite out of their place, andare 
No better then poiſon : and hereupon 
arc tearmed of Paul , lofſe and dongue: 
But ſuch as deſire to be tearmed Catho- 
lickes , alleadge for themſeclues againſt 
vs,that the obedience of Chriſt,that is, 
the righteouſneſle of an other cannot 
poſlibly be our righteouſneſle .

workes of Grace. ! anſwer,it 1sfalſe: for 
he ſpeakes of humſelfe in the time pre- 
ſent when he was a Chriſtian Apoſtle: 
and therefore he excludes all righteouſ- 
nes of his own, which he had by the Jaw, 
even when he wasan Apoſtle. Andthe 
obiction, Rom, 6.1. what then ſhall we 


 fomethat grace may abound ? cannot be 


inferred vpon juſtification by workes 
of grace: but vpon a inſtification by the 
obedience of Chriſt imputed to vs, 
without all workes of our owne. 
Againe,that we are iuſtified , not by 
the iuſtice of the lawe, but by the iuſtice 
of faith, here is the foundation of our 
comfort. For hereupon , if we betewp-

Here it muſt be remebred that know- 
ledge is twofold, knowledge of faith, & 
of experience. Knowldge of faith is 
to be aſſured of Chriſt and his benefits, 
though it be againſt all humane reaſon, 
hope,& experience. Of this Paul faith, 
It ts eternall life to know thee the only God, 
&c.The knowledge of Say 
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hane a ſenſe and feeling of, our inward 
fellowſhip with Chriſt,and vpon often 
obſcruation of his goodnefle to growe 
more and more in experience of his 
loue . Nowe- this knowledge is here 
meant,and not the firſt , which was be- 
fore mentioned verſe 8. And therefore 
Paulsdefireis , thathe may grow more 
and morein holy experience ofthe end- 
leſle loue of God , and fellowſhip with 

Chriſt. | 
The partes of thisdefired communi- 
on are two:fellowſhippe with Chriſt in 
hisreſurreRion, and fellowſhippe with 
himin his death . The former is expre(- 
ſed in theſe wordes, [and the verine of 
bis refurreftion.] And for the better c6- 
cciuing of it, we are to conlider what 
the reſurreRion of Chriſt is ? and what 
is the vertue thereof? That the reſur- 
reftion of Chriſt may be rightly con- 
ceiued, five points are to be skanned. 
The firſt, touching the perſon of him 
that roſe:and that was Chriſt God and 
man. Indeede properly the bodice alone 
didriſe, and not the ſouleor godhead,

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natures T-the vnitie of one perfor; 
whole Chrift aroſe, or God himſelfe 
made man arofe. This cortimends vnto 
vs theexcellencic of Chriſts reſorre&i- 
on, and makes it to be the foundation 
vnto vs of 6ur refurretion. The ſecond 
point is, For whome he roſe ? He roſe 
notas a priuate perſon for himſelfe a- 
lone: but heroſe m our roome & ſtead, 
and that for vs: ſo as when hearoſe, all 
the eleR aroſe with him, and in him.

Touching the vertue of Chriſts re» 
furreQis,it is nothing cls but the pow- 
erof his godhead,, or the power of his 
ſpirit, whereby he raiſed himſelfe mighe 
tily from death to life , and that in our 
behalfe. The excellencie of it may be 
known by thecffe&s,which be in num- 
ber cight. The firſt, thatby it ke ſhewed 
bimſelfe to be the true and perfeft Sa- 
uiour of the world. For it was foretolde 
of the Meſlias thathe ſhould die & riſe 
againe.Pſal. 16. Matth.1 2. Andall this 
was accordingly accompliſhed by the 
vertue of Chriſts reſurretion. The ſes 
cond effe&tis,that by it he ſhewed hime 
ſelfeto be the true and naturall ſonne 
of god. Paul faith, He was declared mig 
tily to be the ſonne of God, by the ſpirit of 
holineſſe in his riſing from the dead. The 
third effe&is,that jo this vertuc he de- 
Clared himſclfe to hauc made a full and 
perfect ſatisfation for the ſinnes ofthe 
world. For ifhchad not ſatisfied to the

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full, he had not riſen againe , And Paul 1Cor;.th. 


faith; If C briſt be not riſen we are yet in ous 
ſanies. Onthe contrarie then, ſeeing he 
is riſen, ſuch as beleeue in him, are not

The fourth 
effe& is iuſtification , as Paul teſhfieth:

When he was vpon the croſlehe - 
ſtood there'in our roome, hauing our * 
ſinnesimputed vntohim : and when he 
roſefrom death He acquit andiuſhfied 
himſelfce' from our finnes, and ceaſed to 
beany more a reputed ſmnet for vs:ar 
thus, all that doe or ſhall beleeuein him, - 
aein him acquit, abſolued, and iwuſtfi- 
ed from all their finnes. If any demaund, 
how they which liued' iti the time of the 
old Teſtament, before thereſurreRiorr 
of Chriſt , eould be iuſbfied thereby; 
confideringthe effe&t mult followe the 
auſe:I anſwer , that they were itſtified 
by the future refurretion of Chrilt: 
which thoughit followed intime, yet 
dd the valuc & vertue therof,reach cue 
G 1 to 
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euen tothe begining of the world. The 
fit effeR, is the conferring and beſtows- 
mg of allſfuch gifts and graces as he had 
merited & procured for vs by his. death 
and pafſton. Thus Chriſt teſtifieth that 
the giuing of rffe fpirit m large &plen- 


. nifull manner, was referuedto the glori- 


fication of Chriſt, which beganne in his 
xelurreftion. Aridthe preaching of Re+ 
pentance and remiflion of finnes is re- 
fcrued till aſter his reſarreQion.

The third queſtion Is; what weſhall 
doc?

andlaſt gaine.:' . 

The ſecond point heres becvoſs 
dered, is the difhicultie of obtaining this 
deſired gaine: of eternall fe; And the 
reaſon. is plaine. For the way toeternall 
life is full of impediments, which Ire- 
duce to foure heads. Firſt of all in this 
way we are to fight, notwithfleſh and 


blood, butwith principalitiesand We 
ers in ſpirituall things, echmpe 


ane: giuing., 
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ftru&ion of our ſoules. Secondly there 


bewithin-ySinnumerable luſts that c6- 
palle vs roundabout, preſſe vs downe, / 
and draw 'vs away to the broad way of” 


deſtruction. Thirdly this way hes full 


of offences , partly in doftrines , partly 
in euill examples'; all tending to this 
ende , either to make vs fall, or to goe 
outof the way. Laſtly it is beſet with 
manifold tribulations , from the begin- 
ning to the ende. Hence welearne, that 
we mult giueall diligence that we may 
attaine to the reward'of glorie : and

meane ſeaſon he kabowred to keepe ngood 
conſcience before God and mes : now this. 
deſire. n the vngodly is barren, and 
yeeldcs not his fruit Againe Paul beer 
0s mſlified , ſhll deſires ta attaine to- 
full fellowſhip with Chriſt , and to con» 
formitie with him in glotie . The like 
defire , with the like indeauour, ſhould:

The laſt point , is Pauls courage and 
fortitude. He js content to indure any: 
kinde of death, yea cruell death, ſo he 
may obtaine this third and laſt gaine. 
And thus it is venfied, which be faith, 
that God had giuen him the fprrit not of 
fearefubres but of conrage. [ike was the 
courage of Moſes , who was contentto 
indure affliions with the "—_— of 
God , that he might winne the recom 
pence of reward, Like was the courage 
of the martyry, that were racked & wen

This feare was in Chriſt , whoſe ſoule 
was heauie vhto death , who alſo feared 4, ,.1 
the curſed death which he indured. 
And therefore this fearc of it ſelfe is no 
finne, and it may ſtand with true forti- 
tude. The ſecond feare is that which ri- 
ſerh of the corruption of nature, when 
a man feares without cauſe, or without 
meaſure. Without cauſe , as _ =

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Diſciples feared Chriſt walking vpow 
the ſea ; orwhen they feared dren 
C briſt, lying , afleepe:1n the G__s 
Without meaſure, as when men: diftru- 
ſhng God,negle ther callingsinume 
of daunger,and the dutie of 1nuocation;; * 
flying to vnlawtull meanes of deſiue- 
rance. Now this ſecod feare is an enemy 
vnto all true courage . The third feare 
1;, when-perils and death are indeeds 
fcared: but yet feare 1s ordered by faith 
inthe mercic and prouidence of God; 
by hope, by inuocationzandit is ioyned 
with obedience to Godin the time of 
daunger. This is a procceding of grace, 
and it may well ſtand withcourage, and 
nt ſerues toorder thetwo former feares;/ 


the one of nature , the other of diſtruſt;
